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In the debate on Mr Pitt’s motion, on Wednefday laft, 

Captain Luttrell faid, he rofe to exprefs his wifh that the 
contents of the Yorkfhire, the Suffex, the Chichefter, and, in 
fhort, of all of thofe other Petitions, which folicited a general 
reform in the reprefentation of this country, might be fevered 
from the reft, becaufe he was fure they merited the molt feri- 
oudattention of the Houfe, as they fpoke the true, the genu- 
ine, and thé natural voice of the people; but he was equally 
perfuaded, that thofe petitions, which feemed moft to be efpou- 
fed by the Right Honourable mover, which he had blended 
with the others, that fought but for local advantages, and par- 
tial reformation, militated directly againft the interefts, and a- 
gainft the withes of the people, and ought to be rejected 5 
therefore he confidered the motiom as one of the moft impor- 
tant ones that ever was agitated in any Houfe of Parliament ; 
and in the event of its fuccefs, he thought, would be attended 
with greater hazard to the conftitutional exiltence of this coun- . 
try, than if all the powers of Europe were combined in arms 
againtt it, had difpofleffed us of every foreign dominion, ‘and 
reduced us to the degree of a petty flate. Nay, were they to 
carry depredations into the very heart of this ifland, and render 
us tributary to fome Catholic Monarch, we thould defend the 
conftitution as it is now by law eftablifhed, and guard ix againft 
innovation from our natural enemies, to the la(t acre of our 
territory, and to the laft drop of our blood ; then, fhall we be 
amufed and perfuaded to think, that, becaufe the ‘plan origina- 
ted amongtt ourfelves, and is carried by progreflive degrees in- 
to execution, that it will prove lefs deftruaive and difgraceful 
in the end? He faid, the noble tree of our glorious conftitu- 
tion, nurfed with all the care, the induftry, and wifdom of our 
anceflors, and which flourifhed for mahy ages, was left to us 
in beauty faflicient to excite the envy and admiration of all the 
world, Our predeceffors beheld it as a Jenfitive plant, which, 
to touch but a fibre of, would caufe the whole to fhrink. kt 
was left for modern political artifts to prune and to lop its moft 
expanded branchies ; and now they would have us believe, that 
by cutting more fuckers from the root, it will produce better- 
fhoots ; but the experiments lately made have ferved to preju- 
dice rather than to improve the plant ; and much as he refpect- 
ed the abilities and ingenuity of its prefent principal manager, 
he doubted his {kill being equal to the reftoration of its loft vi- 
gour, fuppofing he profeffed the intention to attempt it. Sure- 
ly the partial remedy Whtch-wee now intended to be applied to 
its imperfections, (to judge of it from the Right Hionouraptc 
mover’s own avowal, as well as from the condud and profef- 
fions of many great men, and by the refolutions of various aflo- 
ciations) might tend to demolifh the conftitution root: arid 
branch, by eitablifhing a moft dangerous aviltocracy 3 for if we 
continue a work, which, in his opinion, was mott impolitically 
and unjuftly begun laft year, when we overpoized the weight 
in favour of the Lords and great Commoners, and fhould now 
add to it, by an encreafe of county, and an extenfion of bo- 
rough franchife and reprefentation, we fhall enable them to con- 
tend for power with the Crown, or to obtain its favour, by fa- 
crificing the moft valuable rights of the people, and we may 
not then find it fo eafy to regain our loft liberty, as it has been 
to petfuade his Majefty to relinquifh much of his ju‘t preroga- 
tive. But he faid, the object of the people’s purfuit was not 
to be attained or qualified by any partial or moderate reform. 
They claim the rights which they derive from the original in- 


ftitution of reprefentation, and declare, that no decrees, judg- 
or ads of Parliament, Can impatr urqubvere ticms 5 bar 
that-we mult TeCUr tone fr principles of the conftirution as 


the only meafure to effect our political falyation. Then, fays 
he, let us fee to what extent the reform which the commonali- 

ty afk would go, and we read, That, if ancient times, much 

the greateft part of the land was divided between the King, the 

military Barons, and the great Eeclefiaftics, who, with the 

mefne Lords, and frank tenants, con{tituted the, Legiflatue, 

confilting, on fome occafions, of more than three thoufand .per- 

fons, and they affembled of themfelves regularly twice im the 

year ; but as a more general divifion of the lands tovk™ place, 

the tenants, iz capite, became too numerous for all of them to 

affemble in perfon, and many of them being perfons of mean 

birth and circumftances, the Barons refufed, and difdained to 

affociate with them, and therefore by degrees formed themfelves 

into a diftin& or upper chamber, conftituting what has fince 

been called the Houfe of Lords.. But it being (as Dr Ro- 

bertfon obferves) a fundamental principle ‘in the feudal confti-> 
tution, that no freeman could be governedver taxed, unlefs by 
his own confent ; and as the numbers or circumftances 1ender- 

ed a perfonal attendance inconvenient to many. and impraéti- 

cable to all, the mode was adopted of delegating a few as prox- 

ies for the reft; but. all the great Barons continucd to appear 

in perfou, and were fummoned, as of old, by immediate writ 

from the Crown ; the deputies, by writ to the fheriff of each 

county, dire&ting him to caufe fo many Knights of the thire to 

be indifferently chofen in pleno comitatu, and returned to ferve- 
in Parliament for fuch county 3 this he took to be the origia of 
county reprefentation, which continues much the fame in man- 

ner and in form to the prefent time. 

The eftablifhment of communities and corporations was ei- 
ther coeval or foon followed, for as towns grew populous and” 
wealthy, the inhabitants acquired perfonal freedom, and as 
they became fubject to taxation or tallage, diftin& from the 
counties, many of them were declared free boroughs, and re- 
prefentation immediately followed as of commen right, for, be- 
ing emancipated from vaflalage, they acquired by degrees all 
the rights of freemen of the realm, one of the moft valuable of 
which was, the diftinguifhed privilege of a fhare in the legifla- 
ture, by having a voice by themfelves or deputies, in the for: 
mation of all laws by which they -were bound ; -and Edward 
the Firft inferted in his writ of fummons, as’a fixed maxim of- 
the Englith conititution; that a law.to bind all, muft be affent- 


ed to by all, for, until the eighth ycar of Edward the Fourth,’ 


all corporations and boroughs. poffefied- fuch a privilege, altho’ 
many of them did not exercife it. The writs iffued to the’ 
theriffs direGted them. in general words to fummon all the’ bo- 
roughs in their refpeétive counties to elect members to Parlia- 
ment; when this was done, the fheriffs feverally made. their 
report with thefe words, mec fant plures burgi intra balliuam 
2¢ai. 

Mr de Lolme obferves, that although the feudal fyftem broke 
in upon us like a flood, the tide no fooner began to fubfide than 
the three-fold: powers of the conftitution arofe, difclofing that 
region which’ was deftined to be the {Cat of philofophy and civil 
liberty, the feeds of which, he fays, were fown when the de- 
pues of the nation, and of the whole nation, were admitted 
into Parliament.

day for bis attendance, from his con{tituents ; which according
